In rendering our report for the year ending Feb. 15, 
1906, we wish to state that no parties having appeared 
to sign a contract for lighting the streets with electricity, 
the amount of $600 raised last year for this purpose, re- 
mains in the town treasury, awaiting the pleasure of the 
voters of the the town. 

As an experiment, and to show the people what kero- 
sene lamps would do, we purchased six of them and placed 
them around the common. 

We hope in this way that the voters may get a better 
idea as to whether they care to extend this system or 
adopt some other plan of lighting the streets of the town. 

Last year the town was required by law to set aside 
the sum of $916.50 for permanent state roads, having 
voted to apply for state aid.

There remains in the state treasury a balance of 
$362.19 due the town for this purpose. The balance in 
the town treasury amounts to $898.25, which makes a 
total of $1,260.44 available for permanent roads, from 
last year. 

For 1906, the town is required by law to set ance 
the sum of $625.00. 

If it is voted to apply for state aid, an additional 
amount of $312.50 must be set aside, to which the state | 
will add $374.80.

Gentlemen.—I have the honor to submit my fourth re- 
port as superintendent of schools. 

The distribution of pupils in the different rooms effect- 
ed this year has worked better than was expected. 

The five highest grades can not be taught by two 
teachers without making the recitation periods too short. 
Sixty pupils were enrolled in these grades in September, 
1905. In September, 1906, there will be more; and in 
September, 1907, at least ninety. The impossibility of 
accommodating them in one room is apparent. The sixth 
grade will alone number at least forty pupils, and of itself 
will require one teacher. Two teachers will be necessary 
for the remaining four grades. 

It is necessary to employ an assistant in the primary | 
school. ‘The inevitable increase of noise f-trying to the 
teachers and somewhat distracts the attention of the pupils. 

Grade first and grade second should each have its own 
teacher. This ought to be accomplished this fall. 

It is evident that by September, 1907, one more school 
room will be absolutely necessary and two more should 
be provided. The plan of the village school building antict- 
pated the addition of four rooms on the north side. Such 
a change would remove the present small recitation room 
in the upper hall. Three of these rooms, therefore, would 
be needed at once. The architect’s design ought to be car- 
ried out and the rooms should be in readiness a year from 
next fall. 

During the last three years there has been a steady 
improvement in the work of the schools in music. This 
reflects credit upon the lady in charge and also upon the 
regular teachers who have most faithfully assisted in 
realizing this result. © Respectfully submitted,

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THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the town of Troy qualified to vote 
in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall in 
said town on the second Tuesday, the 13th day of March 
next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 

ARTICLE 1—To choose by ballot and major vote a 
town clerk, three selectmen, a town treasurer, a road 
agent or agents, and all other town officers and agents. 

ArT. 2—To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for the maintenance of the poor. 

ArT. 3—To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary for repairing highways and bridges. 

Art. 4—To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary for school supplies. 

ArT. 5—To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary for all other necessary town charges. 

ArT. 6—7To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the public HOTALY. in addition to the sum re- 
quired by law. 

Art. 7—To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the support of the police court the coming 
year. 

Art. 8—To see if the town will vote to rescind the 
resolution passed at March meeting, 1905, appropriating 
money for electric lights, and determine what shall be done 
with the amount already raised. 

Art. 9—To see what sum of money the town will 
raise for street lights or take any action in relation there- 
to. 
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ArT. 10—To see if the town will vote to raise such 
sums of money as may be necessary for free band con- 
certs, or take any action in relation thereto. 

ArT. 11—To see what action the town will take re- 
garding the observance of Old Home Day, appropriate any 
money for the same or take any action in relation there- 
to. . | 

ART. 12—To see if the town will vote to put water 
into the town hall and appropriate money for the same, © 
or take any action in relation thereto. 

ArT. 13—To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
selectmen to confer with the selectmen of Fitzwilliam, in 
regard to designating which road shall be used by auto- 
mobiles between the towns of Troy and Fitzwilliam, or 
take any action thereon. 

ArT. 14—To see if the town will vote to continue a 
sidewalk from the residence of George A. Starkey on the 
upper road, as far as Mountain View cemetery, appro- 
priate money for the same or take any action in relation 
thereto. 

ArT. 15—To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
selectmen to borrow money to pay town charges. 

ArT. 16—To hear the reports of agents, auditors or 
committees heretofore chosen, and take any action in re- 
lation thereto.
